Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952. 

During  this  year  Dr.  K.J.  Thomson  was  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  until  29th  February.  An  interval  of  three  months 
followed  until  1st  June,  when  I  took  up  duty. 

The  statistics,  for  the  year,  as  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  will  be  found  in  the  various  sections  of  the  Report. 
They  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  17.5  (England  and  Wales  15.3). 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  11.8  -  just  above  the  figure 
for  the  whole  country  of  11.3. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  16.7,  is  the  lowest  on 
record  for  Mi  Horn,  and  much  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  country 
as  a  whole  (England  and  Wales  27.6). 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  .22  (England  and 
Wales  .24). 

During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  the  visit  of  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Unit  to  Mi Horn,  there  was  a  rise  in  the 
notifications  of  tuberculosis.  This  was  entirely  expected  - 
indeed  if  the  M.M.R.  Unit  found  no  unsuspected  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  its  existence  would  be  unjustified. 

The  Port  of  Mill am  was  reopened  in  1951.  During  1952 
some  82  boats,  for  the  most  part  coasting  vessels  but  a  few  from 
the  Irish  Free  State  and  Holland,  used  the  port.  The  cargoes 
were  pig  iron  and  Ingot  moulds.  There  was  no  passenger  service. 
The  crew’s  quarters  have  been  inspected  on  a  number  of  occasions 
and  in  the  older  boats  leave  much  to  be  desired.  The  owners 
have  been  notified  of  the  improvements  they  should  make. 

A  considerable  amount  of  nonsense  has  appeared  in  the 
local  press  about  rats  in  the  vicinity  of  the  port,  as  well  as 
in  the  town  generally.  It  may  be  stated  here  categorically 
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that  no  rats  have  been  found  on  the  vessels,  or  seen  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  port,  at  any  visit.  General  measures  against 
rats  have  been  prosecuted  steadily  during  the  year  throughout 
the  district,  but  the  numbers  dealt  with  have  not  been  above 
the  average  for  past  years. 

Infectious  disease  in  1S52  has  been  generally  of  a  mild 
nature.  There  has  been  an  epidemic  of  measles  for  the  second 
year  in  succession.  One  case  of  clinical  anthrax  occurred  at 
the  Tannery  in  a  worker  in  the  washed  hides  section  who  should 
not  have  been  at  risk.  The  case  was  mild,  and  could  not  be 
confirmed  baoteriologically  as  penicillin  had  been  administered 
before  the  true  nature  of  the  disease  was  recognised.

changed,  and  then  nearly  all  the  R.D.C,  area  will  be  supplied 
satisfactorily.  The  necessity  for  the  new  Eskdaie  scheme  was 
reaffirmed  when  the  well  supplying  Eskdaie  Low  School  was  found 
to  be  grossly  contaminated.  The  school  was  immediately  told 
to  boil  its  water,  or  obtain  it  from  another  source. 
Incidentally,  Waberthwaite  School  has  had  to  boil  nearly  all 
the  year. 


Sewage  disposal  in  the  Mi  Horn  and  Haverigg  districts  will 
soon  be  inadequate  in  face  of  the  large  number  of  new  houses 
recently  erected.  Old  sewers  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the 
near  future. 


Housing  continues  to  be  a  major  problem.  Some  65  new 
houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year.  Old 
property  has  given  a  good  deal  of  trouble,  and  many  houses  are 
fast  approaching  the  demolition  stage. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing  help 
and  encouragement  in  the  work. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  given  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  willing  co-operation  and  loyal  support.

OBSERVATIONS. 

Mi  Horn  Supply. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station 
has  worked  satisfactorily. 

Baystone  Bank  Reservoir  maintained  a  high  level  and  it 
was  never  necessary  to  resort  to  pumping  and  no  restrictions 
were  imposed  daring  the  year. 

Bootle • 


This  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  past  twelve  months.  The  slight  pollution  indicated 
in  the  analyses  was  in  each  case  proved  to  be  of  a  local  nature 
and  probably  due  to  contamination  from  an  external  source, 
presumably  on  the  bib-tap  from  which  the  sample  was  taken. 

Northern  Area  (Devoke). 

This  supply  was  satisfactory  as  regards  quantity 
throughout  the  year,  but  the  quality,  as  in  the  past,  varied. 

It  was,  however,  on  the  whole  better  than  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  is  of  course  safeguarded  by  the  introduction  of 
chlorination.  The  slight  pollution,  as  in  the  case  of  Bootle, 
was  in  each  case  proved  to  be  of  a  local  nature  and  probably 
due  to  contamination  from  an  external  source. 

Northern  Area  (Wastwater) . 

This  supply  has  been  generally  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  Several  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  district 
of  discolouration  of  water  and  variation  of  pressure.  The 
cause  of  this  is  thought  to  be  due  to  several  periods  of 
intermittent  pumping  at  the  Wastwater  pumphouse  as  a  result  of 
variations  in  the  pumping  rate  for  maintenance  and  repair 
purposes.  The  one  suspicious  sample  was  taken  from  a  bib-tap 
on  private  premises,  and  the  contamination  can  be  attributed 
once  again  to  external  causes.  This  belief  is  supported  by 
the  fact  that  after  a  thorough  cleansing  of  the  bib-tap,  a 
further  sample  from  the  same  tap  was  satisfactory.

Nutrition  is  essentially  a  matter  in  which 
individual  medical  officers  have  different  standards.  Search 
has  often  been  made  for  a  yardstick  to  help  in  this  assessment 
but  none  has  been  forthcoming. 


Provision  of  School  Meals  and  Milk. 


.  A11  schools  in  the  area  of  the  Mi Horn  Rural  District, 

with  the  exception  of  Irton,  received  supplies  of  milk  under 
the  Milk  in  Schools  scheme  during  1952.  On  a  check  day  in 
October,  1952,  it  was  found  that  of  the  1,747  children  present 
at  the  schools,  1,550,  or  89^,  were  taking  milk.

One  case  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  a  teacher  at 
Thornhill  school,  living  at  Holmrook.  There  were  some  14  -  15 
cases . of . this  type  of  dysentery  in  the  Thornhill  district,  so 
that  it  is  probable  that  she  contracted  the  disease  outside  the 
Mi  Horn  area. 

Measles . 


There  were  145  cases  of  measles  -  some  of  a  mild  nature, 
some  moderately  severe.  No  case  was  transferred  to  hospital, 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Smallpox. 

No  case  or  contact  of  this  disease  occurred  in  1952  in 
this  area. 

Diphtheria . 

No  case  was  notified  during  1952,  but  the  need  for  all 
children  to  be  immunised  remains  as  groat  as  ever. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  203  children  under  5  years,  and 
48  over  5  years,  received  primary  inoculations.  In  addition 
536  children  received  booster  injections.

The  preceding  analysis  of  defects  found  by  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  shows  11  cases  of  unsuspected  active 
tuberculosis. ^  Whether  this  figure  gives  a  true  idea  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  or  whether  there  are  many  more  cases  who  did 
not  come  forward  for  examination,  remains  uncertain. 

A  number  of  cases  of  non-tuberculous  lung  conditions  were 
discovered  -  bronchitis  and  emphysema,  pleural  thickening  and 
pneumoconiosis.  Only  one  case  of  bronchiectasis  was  found, 
and  no  case  of  intrathoracic  neoplasm.  Some  28  cases  of 
acquired  cardiovascular  lesions  we re  found,  22  of  them  being  in 
females.

Madam, 


I  have  again  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  my  17th 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1952. 

Prom  details  here  given  it  will  be  noted  that  reasonably 
good  progress  in  housing  and  general  routine  inspection  work  has 
again  been  accomplished  during  the  period  under  review. 

Attention  has  been  given  at  every  opportunity  to  housing 
conditions  generally  throughout  the  area,  and  surveys  have  been 
made  of  some  1,909  houses.  Action  has  been  taken  under  either 
the  Housing  or  the  Public  Health  Acts  where  deemed  necessary. 

It  becomes  more  evident  as  each  year  passes  by  that  the 
fundamental  problem  facing  Local  Authorities  today  is  the 
increasing  deterioration  of  existing  dwelling  houses  due  to  the 
lack  of  proper  maintenance.  This  in  turn  is  due  to  the  operation 
of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Act  which  is  causing  hardship,  not  only 
to  the  owners,  but  also  to  the  tenants  of  much  of  the  older 
property.  Although  an  all  round  increase  in  rent  is  not 
desirable,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  owner  should  be  allowed 
to  add  o. ' percentage  of  the  cost  of  carrying  out  repairs,  which 
are  certified  as  necessary  by  the  Local  Authority,  to  the  existing 
rent.  At  the  present  time  owners  may  add  to  the  rent  Q°/o  of  the 
cost  of  necessary  improvements.  This  could  quite  easily  be 
extended  to  necessary  repairs  provided  that  the  total  rent  is  not 
raised  by  more  than  a  fixed  percentage.  It  is  state  quite 
authoritatively  that  at  the  end  of  December,  1952,  repair  costs 
had  risen  to  293$b  above  1939  figures.  Many  owners  are,  therefore, 

compelled  to  rid  themselves  of  their  financial  liability  at  any 
cost . 


Overhaul  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Act  is,  as  stressed  in 
my  last  Annual  Report,  long  overdue.  Many  houses  are  falling 
into  disrepair  and  are  reaching  the  stage  when  they  will  be  unfit 
for  habitation,  and  beyond  repair  or  reconditioning  at  any  cost. 

^The  rate  of  new  building  is  being  offset  by  the  rapid 
deterioration  of  existing  houses.  Apart  from  the  owners  them¬ 
selves,  only  your  Officials  know  well  that  these  conditions  exist 
and  are  gradually  becoming  worse.  Briefly,  the  continual  rising 
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cost  of  repairs  is  having  a  pronounced  effect  on  the  maintenance 
of  houses  in  private  ownership,  and  the  deterioration  of  property 
is  becoming  so  serious  that  the  conscientious  Sanitary  Inspector 
feels  a  sense  of  frustration  in  carrying  out  his  duties.  It  does 
appear  that  improvements  to  existing  houses  which  are  still  in  a 
reasonably  good  state  of  repair,  provision  of  new  dwellings,  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  older  properties,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
tasks  the  country  has  yet  had  to  face,  and  this  Authority,  like 
many  others  throughout  the  country,  is  feeling  the  effect  of  the 
lack  of  decent  homes,  which  is  a  deficiency  causing  more 
unhappiness  than  any  other  social  factor. 

The  building  of  new  houses  had  made  groat  strides,  but  it  is 
quickly  being  realised  that  the  policy  of  new  construction  which 
neglects  the  existing  houses  may  defeat  its  primary  object.  By 
concentrating  every  effort  on  the  erection  of  new  houses  and 
allowing  the  old  to  fall  still  further  into  decay  we  shall  have 
in  the  end  fewer  habitable  dwellings.  Repair  of  existing  houses 
is  a  task  wh ich  Authorities  have  not  yet  taken  as  seriously  as 
the  construction  of  new  ones.  They  have  powers,  however,  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  1949,  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
improvements  to  dwellings,  but  so  far  very  few  owners  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  Act.  There  were  no  applications  for  grants  to 
carry  out  improvements.  Several  inquiries  were  received  but 
nothing  further  resulted.  This  apathy  appears  to  be  general 
throughout  the  country,  for  up  to  the  present  time  only  2,300 
applications  have  been  made  for  improvement  grants. 

On  the  subject  of  the  letting  of  Council  Houses,  the  work 
of  the  Housing  Tenants  Committee  should  not  be  overlooked.  This 
Committee  has  the  unenviable  duty  of  considering  each  applicant’s 
case  and  his  or  her  need  for  housing  accommodation.  I  appreciate 
the  impartiality  of  the  Committee  which  has  been  the  basis  of  the 
letting  of  the  houses.  No  person,  whether  Councillor  or 
Official,  can  recommend  any  applicant  for  a  house  if  they  are  not 
entitled  to  one.  Much  criticism  has  been  passed  on  decisions 
made  by  this  Committee,  but  the  public  should  realise  and 
appreciate  that  they  are  doing  this  important  job  to  the  best  of 
their  ability  and  making  every  effort  to  be  scrupulously  fair. 

Many  applicants  consider  their  case  the  worst,  but  through 
experience  I  have  found  that  the  worst  cases  are  the  most  patient 
and  reasonable.  All  tenants  are  allowed  one  week  free  of  rent 
before  taking  over  occupation.  The  premises  are  inspected 
before  the  tenant  is  allowed  to  enter  so  that  if,  on  any 
subsequent  visit,  the  premises  are  found  to  be  belo w  a  reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness,  the  tenant  cannot  argue  that  they  were 
not  clean  when  he  took  over  tenancy.  The  number  of  applicants 
dealt  with  and  rehoused  during  the  year  totalled  103.

The  tenant  of  one  overcrowded  house  was  rehoused  on  the 
North  Has  tern  Housing  Association' s  Queen's  Park  Estate.  On  a 
subsequent  visit  it  was  found  that  this  tenant  had  rolet  part  of 
the  premises  to  relatives,  so  making  the  now  house  again  over- 
crowned.  The  tenant  was  interviewed  and  warned  about  this,  and 
within  a  few  days  the  sub-tenant  found  other  accommodation. 


DISINFECTION. 


Five  dwelling  houses  have  been  given  the  service  of 
fumigation  and  disinfection  in  whole  or  in  part.  In  many 
instances  the  work  of  removal  of  bedding,  clothing,  and  treatment 
of  same  by  the  Council's  Steam  Disinfector,  has  also  been  carried 

out. 


This  service  is  appreciated  by  all  concerned  and  gives 
them  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  all  practical  precautions 
are  available  and  can  be  administered  in  the  interests  of  public 
health. 
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DISINFESTATION  • 


There  have  been  3  premises  which  required  attention  under 
this  heading.  These  cases  were  very  minor  in  character  and 
infestation  of  properties  is  not  as  prevalent  as  it  was  years 
ago.  This  is  most  satisfactory,  and  can  only  be  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  cleanliness  is  now  an  integral  part  of  every  day 
life  which  will  ultimately  end  in  making  vermin  infestation  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  is  no  material  change  to  report  as  far  as  work  in 
this  Department  is  concerned,  except  that  increasing  collections 
are  having  to  be  made  owing  to  the  erection  of  new  properties, 
both  in  the  Mi  Horn  and  Seascale  areas.  These  will  be  noted  in 
the  following  details: -

The  revenue  received  for  the  salvage  was  considerably  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  greatly 
reduced  prices  obtainable  for  waste  paper,  as  will  be  seen  by

To  enable  salvage  paper  to  be  kept  clean,  the  Refuse 
Vehicles  were  provided  with  special  canvas  holders  which  were 
hung  on  the  rear  of  the  vehicle.  These  were  a  success  and  now 
form  a  part  of  the  vehicles  equipment. 

To  the  employees  of  this  department  I  extend  my  thanks  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  under, 
difficulties  which  have  been  caused  by  depleted  staff.  Their 
work  is  entirely  devoid  of  glamour,  but  no-one  can  deny  its 
vital  and  far  reaching  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  community. 

INSPECTION  ,PID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  in  the  arrangements  at  the 
Abattoir,  Nelson  Street,  Mi  Horn.  The  premises,  although  not 
first  class,  were  efficiently  maintained  structurally  and  in  a 
good  state  of  cleanliness  throughout  the  year.  All  the  personnel 
concerned  are  to  be  congratulated. 

Inspections  made  at  the  Abattoir  totalled  450,  and  again  it 
will  be  noted  that  100 °/o  inspection  was  made  of  all  carcases  dealt 
wi  th . 

The  Council  is  reminded  that  these  premises  are  not  ideal 
in  situation,  structure  or  layout,  and  if  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Ministry  Department  concerned,  as  one  assumes  from  reports,, 
to  retain  this  service  in  this  difficult  and  isolated  area,  it  is 
recommended  that  immediately  the  Ministry!s  policy  is  known,. all 
efforts  should  be  made  by  the  Council  to  press  for  the  erection 
of  a  more  modern  building  in  a  less  congested  and  more  suitable 
position. 

The  occupiers  and  owners  of  the  dwelling  houses  situated 
within  the  vicinity  of  the  present  premises  have  been  very^ 
tolerant  during  the  years  the  Abattoir  has  been  in. use.  it  has 
been  unavoidable  at  times  to  prevent  nuisance  arising,  but 
immediately  anything  has  been  apparent,  early  attention  has  been 
given  to  remedy  and  abate  such  nuisance. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  inspections  made, 
together  with  the  result  of  the  examination' of  the  carcases.

Inspections  made  under  this  Regulation  totalled  169,  and 
it  has  been  pleasing  to  note  that  the  general  standard  of 
hygiene  among  the  persons  handling  the  food  is  quite  good,  yet 
at  the  same  time  one  feels  that  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement . 

During  the  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  requests 
are  made  to  remedy  any  fault  which  may  be  detected,  and  this  is 
usually  given  immediate  attention.  A  continual  inspection  of 
all  such  premises  is  the  only  effective  method  which  can  be  used 
to  maintain  that  A1  standard  which  the  public  so  much  desire  to 
see  • 


Every  assistance  has  been  and  is  being  given  to  the 
Department  by  all  directly  concerned  in  the  handling  of  food 
comoiodities ,  and  this  co-operation  is  fully  appreciated.

MILK  REGULATIONS.  I936-49v 

The  sampling  of  ungraded,  graded  and  pasteurised  milks . in 
the  area  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  1  still  wisn 
to  reaffirm  my  remarks  made  in  the  1951  Report  about  the

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conditions  of  some  of  the  premises  under  which  large  quantities 
of  milk  are  being  produced* 

There  has  been,  and  still  is,  without  doubt  a  falling  off 
in  cleanliness,  particularly  at  those  premises  dealing  with 
ungraded  supplies  where  apparently  no  effort  is  made  whatever  to 
maintain  even  a  moderate  standard  of  cleanliness.  After  many 
years  of  administration  by  the  Local  Authority,  during  which  time 
considerable  work  was  carried  out  and  a  good  standard  obtained 
with  legislation  which  was  inadequate,  it  is  regrettable  that  all 
the  efforts  made  in  those  days  now  appear  to  have  been  in  vain. 

Fortnightly  inspections  were  made  of  the  two  Pasteurisation 
Plants  in  Mi  Homs  at  no  time  was  it  necessary  to  call  the  owner’s 
attention  to  any  irregularity.  The  milk  is  treated  and  dealt 
with  under  conditions  which  exclude  any  possibility  of  contamin¬ 
ation:  the  premises  and  vehicles  are  given  the  same  careful 
attention.  It  would  be  of  interest  here  to  state  that  the 
amount  of  milk  which  is  pasteurised  by  these  two  dairies  annually 
totals  148,744  gallons*

ICE-CREAM  PREMISES. 

There  is  no  material  change  to  report  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  the  commodity. 


Seventy-four  inspections  were  carried  out  at  premises 
selling  or  manufacturing,  and  each  was  found  to  be  complying 
with  the  regulations  in  every  respect.  It  will  be  noted  that 
no  report  is  made  on  the  result  of  any  sampling  of  Ice-cream. 
Unfortunately,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  secure  such  a  service 
within  a  reasonable  distance,  but  inquiries  have  been  put 
forward  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrangements  can  be  made 
whereby  such  a  service  can  be  put  into  operation.  In  the 
interests  of  everyone  it  is  essential  that  this  be  done.  The 
premises  and  personnel  may  be  100%  clean,  but  what  of  the 
commodity  they  are  dealing  with? 
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LICENSED  PREMISES. 


Those  have  again  been  given  attention  particularly  with 
regard  to  sanitation  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  hot  water 
for  cleansing  purposes.  As  a  result  of  suggestions  and 
co-operation  with  the  owners,  several  of  these  promises  are  now 
being  given  such  improvements ,  and  every  endeavour  is  being  made 
to  bring  all  the  licensed  premises  up  to  that  standard  of 
perfection  which  such  premises  should  attain. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Eighteen  Short  Hopper  W.C.s  have  been  replaced  by  pedestal 
W.C.s.  In  many  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out 
alterations  to  drains,  and,  where  such  arrangements  are  carried 
out,  a  request  for  the  provision  of  inspection  chambers  on  the 
line  of  drain  is  made.  This  is  to  obviate  inconvenience  to 
the  occupier  of  the  premises  in  the  future,  and  to  provide  easy 
access  to  the  drains  should  blockages  occur. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Millom. 

At  the  request  of  the  owner  of  promises  at  Haver igg  for 
conversion  of  existing  unsatisfactory  sanitary  arrangements, 
connection  was  made  to  the  Council’s  sewer.  This  necessitated 
the  laying  of  200  yards  of  9”  sewer  and  the  construction  of 
2  manholes,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  owner. 

120  yards  of  6;?  sewer  were  laid  and  2  manholes  were 
constructed,  and  a  connection  made  to  the  Council’s  sewer  at 
Salthouse  Road,  Millom.  This  sewer  was  for  the  purpose  of 
picking  up  the  drains  from  the  new  private  dwellings  which  were 
in  the  course  of  erection. 

During  the  year  several  blockages  occurred  on  the  trunk 
sewer  in  Main  Street,  Haverigg,  particularly  at  the  northern  end 
near  to  the  junction  of  Main  Street,  Poolside  and  the  Foreshore. 
Fortunately,  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  releasing  these, 
but  flooding  on  one  or  two  occasions  could  not  be  avoided. 

It  is  my  intention  to  report  fully  on  the  condition  of  these 
sewers  and  particularly  the  outfall,  so  that  the  future  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  sewers  at  the  northern  area  of  Haverigg  can  be 
planned. 

Bootle . 


Repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Renewal  of  parts  of  the  filter  bed  and 
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pumping  plant  have  been  carried  out. 

Complaints  were  received  from  several  farmers  about  the 
discharge  of  effluent  into  a  stream  which  passes  through  their 
land  adjoining  the  Works.  At  a  representative  meeting  on  the 
site  between  members  of  this  Council  and  the  farmers  and  owners 
concerned,  it  was  agreed  that  this  outfall  be  extended,  as  the 
nuisance  was  caused  by  an  insufficient  flow  of  water  in  the 
stream  to  convey  the  effluent  away.  An  investigation  was  made 
and  a  scheme  put  forward  to  the  Health  Committee  to  extend  this 
outlet  a  distance  of  345  yards  to  a  stream  with  a  larger  volume 
of  water,  at  a  cost  of  £700.  The  size  of  this  sewer  will  be  9:T. 
This  scheme  was  approved  and  it  was  arranged  to  commence  the 
work  at  the  first  available  opportunity, 

Ravenglass . 

Repairs  had  to  be  carried  out  to  the  main  sewer  on  the 
Foreshore  which  was  damaged  by  storins, 

Seascale . 


Repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  main  trunk  sewer  and  the 
tidal  door  on  the  outfall.  A  blockage  also  occurred  on  this 
same  line  of  sewer  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  open  up  the 
sewer  in  several  places  before  a  clearance  would  be  made. 

It  was  eventually  found  that  a  blockage  had  been  caused  by  a 
damaged  cover  on  one  of  the  chambers  into  which  debris  from  the 
shore  had  gained  access. 

The  new  sewerage  arrangements  on  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
Estate  were  finally  completed  and  taken  over  by  the  Council 
during  the  year. 


The  following  are  particulars  of  the  works  carried  out  in 
the  various  Parishes  in  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  by  the  installation  of  septic  tanks,  and 
provision  of  new  drainage  arrangements: -

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In  connection  with  the  sewage  and  drainage  arrangements 
to  private  properties,  blockages  on  the  water  closets  and 
drains  at  such  premises  appear  to  be  on  the  increase,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the  Council’s  employees 
in  attending  to,  and  clearing  these  drains,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  is  due  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  tenants 
concerned.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  a  direct  incentive  to 
the  householder  to  take  care  in  the  use  of  the  drains,  partic¬ 
ularly  as  he  knows  that  if  he  reports  the  blockage  to  this 
Department  the  matter  will  be  given  attention  without  delay. 

This  Council  has  always,  up  to  the  present  time,  carried  out  this 
work  without  any  cost  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises, 
but  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  workmen’s  time  and  the 
wear  and  tear  of  the  appliances  used  in  this  work,  I  feel  that 

the  time  has  arrived  when  the  occupiers  or  owners  of  such 
premises  should  pay  something  towards  this  service.  This  would 
then  make  them  realise  their  obligations.  This  trouble  not  only 
occurs  at  private  dwellings  but  also,  on  frequent  occasions,  on 
the  Council’s  new  housing  estates, 

SCHOOLS. 

Routine  inspections  of  schools  were  made  during  the  year 
and  it  was  noted,  particularly  in  the  Millom  area,  that 
conditions  were  arising  which  would  ultimately  lead  to  over¬ 
crowding  and  probably  give  rise  to  insanitary  conditions,  the 
cause  of  this  being  the  influx  of  n ew  entrants  and  the  extension 
of  school  leaving  age.  Sanitary  conditions  and  washing 

[facilities  already  leave  much  to  be  desired,  and  special 
attention  has  been  given  to  these  matters  with  the  object  of 
keeping  to  a  minimum  any  nuisance  which  may  be  likely  to  occur. 

The  additional  accommodation  provided  in  Millom  by  the  use 
of  the  premises  in  St.  George’s  Road,  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  The  building  is  substandard, 
insufficiently  ventilated,  with  an  unmade  recreation  area  which 
is  always  liable  to  flooding.  Attention  has  had  to  be  called  to 
these  matters  on  several  occasions  since  these  premises  came 
into  use. 

Eskdale  High  and  Eskdale  Low  Schools. 

These  are  still  without  modern  conveniences,  but  with  the 
contemplated  water  scheme  now  being  assured  in  the  near  future, 
there  is  every  prospect  of  these  facilities  being  provided. 

A  preliminary  enquiry  has  already  been  made  in  regard  to  a  scheme 
of  sewage  disposal  for  the  Eskdale  Low  School,  and  assistance  is 
being  given  to  the  enquirers  in  this  matter. 
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CAMPING  SITES. 


Brickfield.  Silecroft. 

This  site  is  much  the  same  as  previously  reported.  The 
scheme  as  put  forward  for  the  taking  over  of  the  site  by  the 
Council  and  making  provision  of  suitable  sanitary  and  water 
facilities  and  improving  the  site  generally,  did  not  materialise. 
However,  there  is  a  possibility  of  some  change  taking  place, 
the  needed  inrpovements  and  better  control  of  the  site  being 
long  overdue. 

Saltcoats.  Holmrook. 

This  site  was  again  well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
Sanitary  arrangements,  water  and  refuse  disposal  facilities  were 
kept  in  good  order  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  call  the  owner's 
attention  to  any  default. 


In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  various  Committees,  the  Council  and  the  Officials  for  their 
co-operation  in  the  matters  placed  before  them  during  the  past 
year,  also  to  the  members  of  my  Department,  without  whose  help 
the  work  of  improvement  throughout  the  area,  as  detailed  in  this 
report,  could  not  have  been  accomplished.
